Resol ution to Adopt Robert's Rules of Order for
Del i berative Assenblies

To date, the State Board to Review C ains has not
formal ly adopted any specific Rules of Oder to
govern its nethod of conducting business.
Adopti on of such rul es woul d assi st in
mai nt ai ni ng consi stent procedures throughout the
Board' s exi stence.

It is recommended that the Board adopt Robert's
Rules of Oder (revised) as opposed to other
rul es of order (such as Parlianmentary Law).

Parliamentary Law does not suppress the right to
debate questions before taking final action upon
them by anything less than a two-thirds vote.
The notion to lay on the table is used only for
its legitimte parlianmentary purpose of [|aying
aside a question tenporarily.

Robert's Rules of Oder (Revised) stens from
Congressi onal procedures. Because of its size,
Congressional changes were nmade to Parlianentary
Law to allow the majority to suppress the
debate, if there has been previous debate; if
there has been none, to |limt the debate; and
al so to suppress a question for the session even
W t hout any debat e. Typi cal |y, Ameri can
del i berative assenblies follow the practice of
Congress in their rules of order.

Resol ution to Adopt Robert's Rules of Order
for Deliberative Assenblies

ﬁﬁereas, the State Board to Review Clainms (hereinafter referred
to as the Board) Finds:

1

It is very material that order, decency, and regularity be
preserved in a dignified public body.

The object of Rules of Oder is to assist an assenbly to
acconplish in the best possible manner the work for which
it was designed.

Rules of Oder should give not only the nethods of
organi zing and conducting neetings, the duties of officers,
and names of ordinary notions, but also a systematic
statenent in reference to each notion, as to its object and
effect; whether it can be anended or debated; if debatabl e,
the extent to which it opens the main question to debate;
the circunstances under which it can be nmade, and what
ot her notions can be nmade while it is pending.

Parliamentary Law refers originally to the custons and
rules for conducting business in the english Parliament;
and thence to the usages of deliberative assenblies in
general .

The practice of the U S Congress differs from that of
Parlianment in that it allows the majority to suppress the
debate, if there has been previous debate; if there has
been none, to limt the debate to forty mnutes; and also
to suppress a question for the session even wthout any
debat e.

Where the practice of Congress differs from that of
Parlianment, the common |aw of the country usually follows
the practice of Congress.

Robert's Rules of Order (published in 1876, subsequently
revised) was prepared with a hope of supplying the above
information in a condensed and systematic form each rule
being conplete in itself, or giving references to every
section that in any way qualifies it, so that a stranger to
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the work can refer to any special subject wth safety.
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8. Robert's Rules of Oder (Revised) are prepared to neet
partially the need for rules of order in deliberative
assenblies that are not legislative in their character.
They have been made sufficiently conplete to answer for the

rules of an assenbly until it sees fit to adopt special
rules conflicting with and superseding any of the rules of
detail, such as the Order of Business, etc. They are based

upon the ruled and practice of Congress so far as these are
adapt ed and conparatively small quoruns.

THEREFORE BE | T RESOLVED:

That the State Board to Review O ains adopts Robert's Rules of
Order (Revised) to govern its nethod of conducting busi ness.
